
KENNELS’ FINE 

FOR PUP DEATH 

‘NOT ENOUGH' 


A HEARTBROKEN dog owner has 
called for a Harlow boarding kennels to 
be shut down after her 13-month-old 
puppy died while in the centre’s care. 

The owner and manager of Harlow Boarding 
Kennels & Cattery were both fined by Harlow 
Magistrates last month for failing to provide 
black Labrador Jed with veterinary care after 
he fell seriously ill at the centre. But Jed’s furi¬ 
ous owner Diane Couchman told the Star the 
court’s punishment was “too lenient”. 

The pup developed diarrhoea due to an 
unknown illness and died within four days of 
developing symptoms during his stay at the 
kennels on London Road in July last year.

Ms Couchman returned to her Hatfield 
Heath home from a 12-day trip to Dubai to be 
told the tragic news. 

“I was hysterical -1 couldn’t take it in,” she 
said. “He was such a beautiful, lovely young 
dog. 

“I’m still in tears every single day, I think of 
Jed the first moment I get up and the last 
moment before going to bed. 

“He was my little boy and if he’d been seen 
by a vet I’m sure he would still be here today.” 

She added: “The fact that the owner and 


manager have got off with being fined is not 
enough as far as I’m concerned - they should 
have been disqualified from keeping animals.” 

Kennel owner Michael Parker (53), of Essex 
Hunt Cottages, Harlow, was found guilty by 
magistrates of failing to supervise someone 
adequately so that proper care could be provid¬ 
ed. 

He was fined £1,500 and ordered to pay 
£3,500 costs. Former centre manager David 
King - now living in Southampton - was found 
guilty of failing to provide veterinary care at the 
same hearing and was ordered to pay a £250 
fine and £250 costs.

he court heard that Jed - 
who was boarding at the 
kennels with brother Rem 
- was starved for 24 hours 
after first developing diar¬ 
rhoea and then fed a plain 
diet. The court was told 
that this failed to beat the 
infection and, despite the 
dog’s condition, a vet was 
never called. 

Ms Couchman added: 
“His brother Rem was 
beside himself when I 
picked him up - he misses 
Jed as much as I do. 

“I couldn’t ever take my 
dogs to kennels again after 
what happened, and I don’t 
want anyone to have to go 
through what I have.” 

The prosecution was 
brought by the RSPCA. 


Speaking after the hearing 
inspector Stephen Reeves 
said: “It is dreadful that Jed 
was left to suffer like this 
after his illness was not 
properly treated. 

“A boarding kennels is 
trusted with people’s 
much-loved pets and their 
care should be exemplary - 
I hope they have learned a 
lesson from this incident.” 

The kennels are used by 
Harlow Council to board 
stray dogs and the centre is 
also a member of the Pet 
Care Trust - a national 
charity set up to promote 
responsible pet care and 
ownership. 

The charity’s chief exec¬ 
utive Janet Nunn told the 
Star: “It would appear 
that the kennels in question 


has failed in its duty of 
care, leading to the very 
unfortunate death of a 
young dog.” 

When the Star asked 
Harlow Council if the 
authority would now re¬ 
consider its use of the ken¬ 
nels to board stray dogs, 
Environment Working 
Group chairman Tony Hall 
said that existing arrange¬ 
ments would be “kept 
under regular review”. 

"As a result of the inci¬ 
dent that triggered this 
case, the council demand¬ 
ed a number of assurances 
from the owners and cor¬ 
rective actions have been 
taken,” he said. 

“The council was satis¬ 
fied that these fully met the 
requirements. The arrange¬ 


ments will be kept under 
regular review.” 

Kennel owner Michael 
Parker told the Star he 
“deeply regretted” Jed’s 
death, adding that a new 
management team was 
now in place at the centre. 

“I would like to say that 
I deeply regret the incident 
and the upset it has caused 
Ms Couchman,” he said. 

“We have been operat¬ 
ing since 1986 and nothing 
like this has ever happened 
before. I want to make sure 
it never happens again. 

“We now have a new 
management team and we 
are happy for anyone con¬ 
cerned about boarding 
their animals here to turn 
up unannounced for a tour 
of our facilities.”

Shoppers stick 
by local traders 
as mercury falls 


THE cold snap has failed to put the 
skids on trade in Harlow town centre as 
businesses continue to perform well in 
the run-up to Christmas. 

Residents have braved sub-zero tempera¬ 
tures to visit stores in the town centre, Har¬ 
vey Centre and Water Gardens while shops 
and businesses in purpose-built supermalls 
Bluewater and Lakeside have been left out in 
the cold. 

Synovate Retail Performance - an interna¬ 
tional supplier of footfall monitoring sys¬ 
tems - reported this week that sales at Blue- 
water in Essex had slumped by a third, while 
the British Retail Consortium has also noted 
that the extreme weather has dramatically 
undermined sales over the last 10 days. 

But according to Harvey Centre manager 
Bryan Young, Harlow-based retailers have 
reported a recent upsurge in business as 
shoppers hunt for local Christmas bargains. 

“Anecdotal evidence from our retailers 
confirms the findings of the Synovate sur¬ 
vey, with several retailers stating that shop¬ 
pers ‘appear to be shopping locally rather 
than Lakeside’ and commenting that cus¬ 
tomer numbers and sales have increased in 
the Harvey Centre,” he told the Star. 

“We are also delighted to confirm that the

centre continues to attract increasing num¬ 
bers of shoppers, with footfall for the last 19 
weeks having been between 10-20 per cent 
above that of the same period of 2009.” 

Mr Young’s assessment of shoppers’ habits 
was echoed by Water Gardens manager 
Beryl Murphy, who described business as 
“buzzing”. 

“More and more people are shopping 
locally,” she said. “Saturday, Sunday and 
even Monday were terrific here.” 

Business has been boosted by Harlow 
Council’s efforts to keep the town centre 
clear as snow fell across Essex. 

On Monday, the authority postponed its 
normal town centre street cleaning routine 
and instead used a 25-strong team to ensure 
paths and main walkways in the central area 
remained clear of snow and ice. 

Cllr Tony Hall, chairman of the council’s 
environment policy working group, said: 
“We had the first real snow last week so our 
crews took immediate action to ensure the 
town centre was safe for those coming to 
work and shopping.”

Double whammy

SIR, In the comprehensive spending 
review, the Chancellor announced that 
the Government would be 
removing the mobility component of 
Disability Living Allowance (DLA) 
for those people who live in residential 
care homes.

learning disability will no longer be 
able to afford to go out and meet with 
friends and families, participate in 
external social activities and engage 
with their local communities. 

I believe the Government has 
misunderstood how disabled people 
use this important benefit. Without this 
vital lifeline, many disabled 
people in residential care will lose 
much of their independence.

Christmas starts here! 


Early starts to 
stay for free 
bus pass users 


PASSENGERS holding free bus 
passes will still be able to use 
public transport without charge 
from 9am on week days. 

The news come as Essex County 
Council prepares to take over run¬ 
ning the bus pass service in the 
county next year. 

The authority announced the com¬ 
mitment to the scheme’s start time 
yesterday (Wednesday) following a 
consultation on the concessionary 
bus pass scheme, which is used by 
many travellers aged over 60. 

Free travel between 9am and mid¬ 
night from Monday to Friday and all 
day at weekends and bank holidays 
will continue when the council takes 
over from April 1. 

A companion pass will also be 
available for holders with severe dis¬ 
abilities to allow free bus travel for 
one extra accompanying person.

Both commitments could have 
been scrapped as local authorities 
are not legally obliged to offer them. 

Some 12,400 people and organi¬ 
sations across Essex responded to 
the consultation, which started in 
June. The 12 current schemes oper¬ 
ated in the county were also re¬ 
viewed by the council. 

Options to replace bus passes with 
taxi tokens and a reduced-cost sen¬ 
ior citizens rail card were discount¬ 
ed. 

Cllr Norman Hume, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways and transportation, 
said: “I am glad that we have been 
able to keep the 9am start as, from 
the consultation responses, I know 
that it is something that pass holders 
feel very passionate about. 


“Our analysis of the responses 
also indicated that there is strong 
support for the continued use of dis¬ 
trict and borough council offices as 
a contact point for people to collect 
application forms and ask questions. 

“We will therefore ensure that this 
is kept in place for at least the next 
year.” 

Harlow Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillor John Strachan had camp¬ 
aigned to make more people aware 
of the consultation. 

He told the Star: “It’s a good 
result for people power. 

“The 9am start was the big issue 
that we were hoping we would get. 

“What is really pleasing is that 
Essex County Council has shown 
that it listens to people - unlike 
Harlow Council which completely 
ignored the results of its recent con¬ 
sultation on the structure of the 
authority.”

Mum's fury over 
fight to quit gym

A FURIOUS single mum has blasted a 
Harlow gym for refusing to allow her to 
cancel her membership - despite only 
using the facilities three times in the 
first month of her contract. 

Harjinder Caines, of Greygoose Park, 
Harlow, claimed she was “hoodwinked” into 
believing she could cancel her Esporta sub¬ 
scription with just one month’s notice by 
staff conducting her induction day. 

After finding her gym visits aggravated a 
painful skin condition, she decided to con¬ 
tact the firm’s membership department to 
cancel - only to be told she would have to 
fork out for the remaining 11 months of her 
year-long contract. 

“I was completely misled by staff on my 
induction day,” she told the Star. “I asked 
about the company’s policy on cancellation 
and was told in no uncertain terms that I 
would need to give one month’s notice. 

“I signed up to the gym because I thought 
it might help my condition but I soon 
realised it was making it worse, so I tried to 
cancel. 

“I would have had no problem with pay¬ 
ing for a month’s notice period, but when the 
membership department told me I would 
have to fork out for the whole year, I had to 
check it wasn’t April 1 - I honestly thought 
they were joking.” 

Her complaint comes just one week after 
the Star featured the story of former 
research scientist Graham Duddy, who 
despite being made redundant was told he 
would have to see out a three-month notice 
period before cancelling his gym contract. 

It is not the first time the gym has hit the 
headlines. In 2008, then-MP Bill Rammell 
took up the fight for Esporta members who 
complained about the firm’s practices, ulti¬ 
mately securing the termination of nine con¬ 


tracts and prompting the Office Of Fair 
Trading to launch an investigation. 

Ms Caines, a full-time carer to a 20-year- 
old son with cerebral palsy, said she would 
fight the gym’s demands. 

“They’re just bullies - they try and scare 
people by threatening them but I won’t just 
sit back and let them walk all over me,” she 
said. 

Lucas Dojka, general manager at Esporta 
in Harlow told the Star: “Em sorry to hear 
that Harjinder feels aggrieved but we are 
trying to reach an amicable solution to her 
complaint. We do however need her co-oper¬ 
ation. 

“We have made numerous attempts to 
contact her during November and December 
to discuss her notice period and explain how 


this can be resolved, so would like to appeal 
to her to get back in touch with us.” 

He added: “As is standard throughout our 
industry, membership contracts are initially 
for 12 months, with a one-month notice 
period thereafter. This is clearly set out in 
our terms and conditions every member 
signs when joining. 

“Where members have special circum¬ 
stances that means they need to resign their 
membership during their first 12 months - 
for example illness, redundancy or reloca¬ 
tion - we simply ask for evidence so that we 
can process their claim and waive the usual 
terms and conditions. 

“We’re absolutely sympathetic to Harj- 
inder’s circumstances and are as keen to 
resolve this situation as I’m sure she is.”

Keep car thieves out in 


the cold on 

THE continuing freezing condi¬ 
tions has prompted police to warn 
drivers not to leave their cars 
unattended when de-icing their 
vehicles on frosty days. 

Hertfordshire Chief Inspector 
Paul Williamson, head of crime 
reduction, said: “Even if your 
back is turned for just a few 
moments, it only takes seconds 
for thieves to drive away with 
your car or steal your belongings.” 

The advice to motorists is never 
leave their engine running while 
the car is unattended, even if 
parked in a drive. 

“Mornings can be busy as we 
set off for the day but it’s vital all 
windows in your vehicle are clear 
from ice and demisted,” Insp 
Williamson said. 

“So why not allow a few extra 
minutes in your morning routine 
to do this properly.” 

The warning also applies at 
petrol stations or outside shops. 

Other tips include: 


frosty days 

• Always lock the vehicle and 
take the keys with you when you 
leave it; 

• Don’t leave any possessions in 
your car. Even if they aren’t valu¬ 
able, they could still tempt an 
opportunist thief to break in; 

• Remove any satellite naviga¬ 
tion device and holder from the 
vehicle, making sure to wipe any 
sucker marks off the windscreen. 
If a thief sees marks they may take 
a chance that the equipment has 
been hidden in the glove box or 
under the seat and break in any¬ 
way; 

• Park in well-lit areas where 
possible and if you have a garage, 
make sure you use it and lock it. 
A dusk-until-dawn security light 
covering the driveway can also 
help deter a car thief; 

• Register your property on free 
online database www.immobil 
ise.com. It can help police to 
return them to you if they are lost 
or stolen. 
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Benefit 
cheat is 
caught 

A ROYDON woman has 
been given a 12-month 
community order and told to 
pay back more than £6,000 
after cheating the benefit 
system. 

Cheriann Moore (22), of 
Moores Estate in Church 
Lane, admitted an offence 
relating to a claim for hous¬ 
ing and council tax benefit 
at Luton Crown Court. 

She continued to claim 
the payments for her former 
home in Luton after moving 
from the town to Essex. 

Ms Moore originally 
denied the offence when 
interviewed by fraud inves¬ 
tigators, saying she had tele¬ 
phoned Luton Council to 
tell them about the change 
in her circumstances. 

The woman dishonestly 
obtained £6,589 in benefit 
payments by failing to tell 
the authority about a change 
in her circumstances. 

She admitted the offence 
and at Luton Crown Court 
on November 17 she was 
ordered to pay back the cash 
and £1,200 towards the 
council’s costs. 

Judge Jeffrey Burke QC 
sentenced Ms Moore to a 
12-month community order 
with a 12-month supervi¬ 
sion order and a three- 
month curfew from 7.30pm 
to 5am.

£10k bill to set 
up MP's office 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
claimed almost £10,000 in exp¬ 
enses between May and October 
this year, according to figures 
published on his own website. 

The Conservative MP said he had 
“learned from the sins of the fath¬ 
ers” after the MPs’ expenses scandal 
and wanted to be as “open as possi¬ 
ble” with his constituents. 

The website shows he spent most 
of the £9,940 on setting up new 
offices in Harlow and Westminster 
and has also claimed for travel and 
mobile phone costs. 

Although the Independent Par¬ 
liamentary Standards Authority 
(Ipsa) recently released a detailed 
breakdown of all MPs’ expense 
claims between May 7 and August 
31, Mr Halfon has chosen to publish 
all receipts on his homepage. 

The documents reveal his biggest 
single outlay was on case manage¬ 
ment software costing £1,762.50, 
while he spends just over £600 a 
month on renting his constituency 
office in the Harlow Enterprise Hub 
on Edinburgh Way. 

Other costs incurred include £329

on office furniture, £92.83 on a 
Blackberry Storm2 smartphone and 
several hundred pounds on assorted 
stationery items and mobile phone 
contract costs for himself and staff. 

“I have done everything I can to 
be as open and transparent as possi¬ 
ble regarding my expenses,” Mr 
Halfon told the Star. 

“I regularly publish updated rec¬ 
eipts for everything I claim on my 
website so that absolutely anyone 
can keep track of my spending. 

“I don’t own a second home and I 
have claimed absolutely nothing 
back on any purchases for my home 
in Harlow - the vast majority of the 
costs I have incurred since being 
elected are one-off purchases related 
to setting up my new office in the 
town.” 

Mr Halfon is also entitled to a dis¬ 
ability allowance which pays for 
occasional overnight accommoda¬ 
tion at the members-only East India 
Club in central London, where the 
average cost of a single room is £84 
per night - considerably lower than

“Under the guidelines set out by 
Ipsa I don’t have to publish anything 
claimed back on my disability all¬ 
owance but I have done so regard¬ 
less as I don’t want to hide anything 
from my constituents. 

“I choose to stay at the East India 
Club when I’m working late because 
it’s much cheaper than staying in 
other nearby hotels.” 

He added: “I very rarely claim for 
food - only the occasional meal in 
the House of Commons canteen - I 
don’t employ a relative and I don’t 
claim for newspapers or first class 
train travel. 

“I’ve learned from the sins of the 
fathers so to speak - I’ve seen how 
some MPs have abused the system 
and I hope that people will see my 
claims are fair and reasonable. 

“I’m under no illusions - if people 
are unhappy with my expenses they 
will rightly show their dissatisfac¬ 
tion at the next election.”

Drink was too 
much for dad 


A YOUNG father found 
slumped over a garden table 
in Sawbridgeworth died be¬ 
cause he had drunk too 
much alcohol, an inquest 
heard. 

Carpenter and joiner Don- 
atas Tuckus (31) was found on 
a bench with his head on a 
table in a communal garden in 
Blakescroft, two doors away 
from his home, at 7.30pm on 
August 4. 

He had not been seen since 
the previous day, but his part¬ 
ner - away in Lithuania with 
their baby daughter - had 
missed a call from him six 
hours before he was found by a 
friend, Hatfield Coroner’s 
Court heard. 

A pathologist told the in¬ 
quest that the cause of death 
was cardio-respiratory failure 
caused by high alcohol con¬ 
sumption. 

Recording a verdict of mis¬ 
adventure, coroner Edward 
Thomas said: “High alcohol 
levels have an effect on the 
organs: sometimes organs can 
cope, sometimes - and sadly 


this time - they cannot. 

“It was as a consequence of 
having too much to drink. He 
didn’t die as he drank but died 
after he drank when the effect 
of the alcohol caused the respi¬ 
ratory system to work ineffec¬ 
tively and that caused the car¬ 
dio-respiratory system to fail.” 

He added: “At that stage he 
would have been unconscious, 
like in his sleep, and he died 
without pain.” 

Mr Tuckus’s friend Aleksaj 
Dedov, who had not seen him 
since 7.30am on 3 August, had 
called police to report him 
missing. 

The occupants of the house 
with the secluded garden - 
which is surrounded by a 6ft 
fence - were away at the time, 
the inquest heard. 

It was revealed that Mr 
Tuckus’s alcohol reading was 
331 mg in 100ml of blood - a 
level which can result in respi¬ 
ratory failure. It is also nearly 
10 times the legal drink-drive 
limit. 

Mr Tuckus’s partner, Alija 
Jakubovskaja, told Herts coro¬ 
ner Mr Thomas that heavy 


drinking was part of Eastern 
European culture. 

Mr Tuckus had been drink¬ 
ing since he was 14 and would 
binge drink about twice a 
month, but he was a “big man 
and could take it”, she said. 

She said she had been in 
Lithuania for about two weeks 
with their baby and had 
received a missed phone call 
from him at 1.30pm on August 
3. 

He did not pick up when she 
rang back about 3pm, but a 
message he sent said he had a 
hangover and wasn’t feeling 
well. 

Pathologist Dr Rajiv Swamy 
said the level of alcohol found 
in his blood would have been 
enough to cause Mr Tuckus to 
fall into a stupor. 

“At levels 200mg-300mg the 
respiratory senses start to shut 
down and at 350mg there’s a 
risk of progressive danger of 
death from respiratory dis¬ 
tress,” said Dr Swamy. 

“There’s a good chance of 
somebody going into a state of 
coma,” he added.

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PAH prepares more 
beds for cold winter

EXTRA beds have been made 
available at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital as the cold snap continues 
to bite. 

With temperatures already plunging 
below zero in Harlow, the Hamstel 
Road hospital has taken precautionary 
measures as staff prepare for an influx 
of new patients over the winter months. 

As well as laying on extra beds at the 
hospital, the PAH NHS Trust has been 
liaising with NHS West Essex to ensure 
more community beds are available if 
necessary. The trust also hopes the new 
on-site urgent care centre will ease any 
extra strain put on the accident and 
emergency department by treating 
patients with minor complaints. 

In a bid to reduce the number of 
missed appointments and create addi¬ 
tional capacity for emergency admis¬ 
sions, fewer operations have been 
planned over the Christmas and New 
Year period, with those failing to attend 
appointments without prior notice 
warned they will be referred back to 
their GP. 

Darren Leach, PAH executive direc¬ 
tor of delivery, said: “Having experi¬ 
enced a very difficult winter in 2009/10 
it was important that the hospital, along 
with our colleagues in primary and 
community care, developed a robust 
approach this year to ensure we are bet¬ 
ter prepared. 

“There should be a greater degree of 
flexibility in the local health systems 
such that we can better deal with surges 
in emergency activity without having to 
cancel large volumes of patients com¬ 
ing in for operations.” 

PAH experienced a norovirus out¬ 
break last winter, and Mr Leach warned 
anyone exhibiting symptoms of the 
winter vomiting bug to stay at home. 

“The norovirus outbreak that hit 
many hospitals, including ours, last 
winter is a constant threat which can 
further adversely affect the hospital,” 
he added. 

“We would remind people not to 
come into hospital if they are exhibiting 
symptoms and instead, stay at home.”

A DISUSED school gym has 
been transformed into a new 
vocational training centre for 
Harlow students hoping to 
follow a career in the 
construction industry.

New carriages to 
ease congestion 

A GOVERNMENT pledge to ease overcrowd¬ 
ing on train services running through Harlow 
and investigate investment in the line is “great 
news” for the town’s commuters, according to 
MP Robert Halfon. 

Mr Halfon pressed Transport Minister Philip 
Hammond on the issue during questions in the 
House of Commons last Thursday when he high¬ 
lighted the plight of thousands of commuters 
using overcrowded trains on the Harlow to 
London line. 

"Thousands of my Harlow commuters have 
been braving the weather to travel on the Harlow 
to London rail line. They have suffered a 30 per 
cent increase in train overcrowding in recent 
years,” he told the House. 

“Will the Minister look at the economic bene¬ 
fits of upgrading the West Anglia main line?” 

In his reply, Mr Hammond promised to ease 
the problem by delivering 176 additional car¬ 
riages to the Greater Anglia franchise next year. 

He added: “We are prepared to look at pro¬ 
posals for further network enhancements as pos¬ 
sible investments ... which begins in 2014.” 

Speaking after the exchange, Mr Halfon said: 
“It’s great news that the Government has said it 
will look at investing in the line. Harlow com¬ 
muters deserve a service which does not include 
overcrowded carriages and the prospect of fur¬ 
ther investment in the line will be welcomed by 
every commuter who uses the service.”

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Learning 
to tackle 
violence 


SOME 35 per cent of murders 
committed in the UK are as a 
result of violence wit hin the 
home. 

That chilling statistic was revealed at 
a domestic abuse conference and 
networking event at the Latton Bush 
Centre in Harlow. 

Criminal behavioural psychologist 
Laura Richards was the keynote 
speaker and told 120 health workers 
that they were often a victim’s only 
lifeline. Ms Richards said: “Victims 
are women like us - one in four in 
this room will have been abused. 
Don’t stay silent - make perpetrators 
accountable.”

The psychologist has advised police 
and the Home Office on violent 
crime and worked with the FBI. She 
has also written a book about 
domestic abuse. 

Through her work she has found that 
many people who commit violent 
crimes are also perpetrators of 
violence in the home. 

But she said police and other 
agencies will now, for the first time, 
use a new common checklist to 
identify people at a high risk of 
committing abuse. 



Psychologist Roxanne Agnew- 
Davies also spoke to the audience 
about the importance of asking 
questions and recording, in writing, 
what victims told them about 
violence they had suffered. Under 
new laws, they can now find their 
work and records re-examined at a 
later date. 

A networking event was also held 
for professionals to forge links with 
other agencies in the field and a 
dramatic performance by Resound 
Forum Theatre Group explored the 
effect domestic abuse had on 


families. 

Afterwards, Tansy Cadman, nurse 
safeguarding children based at 
Addison House health centre, said: 
“It’s been a real eye-opener. 

“We need to review the way we look 
at family dynamics and how we 
support them, be more aware of 
resources and use them.” 

Judy Hurry, clinical delivery 
manager at West Essex Community 
Health Services, which organised the 
conference, said: “The day has gone 
beyond our expectations.” 

The event is part of a project to help 


increase WECHS employees’ 
awareness on the issue, support those 
affected by domestic abuse or to 
seek advice themselves. 

It was funded by the Department of 
Health’s Violence Against Women 
and Girls project which helps 
support staff affected by domestic 
abuse.

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Still standing 
proud, proof of 
brewer's past

E ver wondered what the 
large metal structure was 
sitting in the 

gardens of the Museum of 
Harlow? 

It won’t surprise you to know that 
it is part of Harlow’s industrial and 
commercial past which is being 
preserved for posterity at the centre in 
Muskham Road. 

The copper vessel was once used to 
make gin and Smirnoff vodka on the 
site now occupied by Sainsbury’s 
supermarket. 

It was part of Gilbeys wine and 
spirit empire and came to Harlow 
when the firm moved here from 
London in 1963. 

The still once stood in pride of 
place alongside several others at the 
company’s then ultra modem HQ in 
Fourth Avenue. 

The basic mechanism working 
inside the still heated the alcohol 
above its boiling point of 78.3 deg C 
but below water’s boiling point of 100 
deg C. This would release the alcohol 
from the liquid in the form of vapour, 
allowing it to be separated from the 
water and therefore make it stronger. 

“Their classic onion shape, termi¬ 
nating in a swan’s neck, is designed to 
give speedy condensation,” according 
to a brochure from the Harlow distill¬ 
ery, provided by local historian Ron 
Bill. 

Flavourings such as juniper berry, 
as well as other ingredients, are added 
in the gin-making process. 

The still seen here is called a recti¬ 
fier still, which was used to recover 
the final dregs of alcohol from the 


leftovers taken from other stills. 

More stills in the plant were used 
to make the vodka. Rather than add 
flavourings, the pure taste of 
Smirnoff was created by filtering the 
drink through large amounts of char¬ 
coal. 

In 1972, Gilbys opened what was 
then the largest distribution 
warehouse in Europe in River Way. 

For a few years the still stood 
outside the warehouse after the site in 
Fourth Avenue was pulled down in 
the early 90s. 

The company changed hands 


several times, finally being owned by 
Diageo, which eventually moved out 
of Harlow. 

The still was offered to the 
museum as a reminder of the town’s 
industrial architecture.

NOSTALGIA UPDATE: 
David Kitson 


M ost people know which 
world famous politician 
Mandela Avenue was named 
after. 

There is only one Nelson 
Mandela, but somewhat more 
surprisingly he is not the only 
South African anti-apartheid 
leader to be honoured with a 
road name in Harlow. 

Kitson Way was named in the 
80s after Cape Town-bom 
David Kitson, who died last 
month aged 91. 

The road, which runs between 
North Gate and East Gate, 
was once appropriately but 
unimaginatively named 
Linkway. 

Old maps of the town centre 
kept at the Museum of 
Harlow reveal the name 
change occurred sometime 
from 1982-87, although its 
difficult to be more specific. 


Kitson was a campaigning 
member of the African 
National Congress which 
opposed South Africa’s 
apartheid regime. 

He, like Mandela, was also 
imprisoned for almost 20 
years by the country’s 
government, in his case for 
plotting to bring about its 
downfall. 

Kitson joined the military 
wing of the African National 
Congress following the 
infamous Sharpeville 
Massacre in 1960. 

He eventually became second 
in command after Mandela 
was sentenced to life in 
prison in 1963, before Kitson 
himself was arrested, tried 
and imprisoned for 20 years. 
He moved to Britain on his 
release in 1984.

Harlow MP Robert Halfon answers questions on the issues - both local and 
national - that matter to readers.

BRIAN SMITH: Since the Equality 
Act 2010 came into force on 
October 1 this year, are there any 
plans for the Government to print 
booklets or leaflets advising 
members of the public how the Act 
can help the disabled, including 
those suffering from mental health 
problems such as depression? 

ROBERT HALFON: Brian, thank 
you for contacting me about the 
Equality Act. In terms of leaflets, the 
Government printed a series of 
“Quick Start” guides, called Equality 
Act 2010: What do I need to know? 
These were produced in partnership 
with the British Chambers of 
Commerce, Citizens’ Advice, ACAS 
and the Equality and Diversity Forum. 
The guide on long-term illness, 
mental health, and disabilities can be 
seen at www. 

equalities.gov. uk/pdf/401727_EDF_D 
isability_acc.pdf 

But having leaflets and booklets is not 
enough. I believe that we don’t do 
nearly enough for people suffering 
from mental health in this country, 
and there needs to be a real sea- 



change. One in five people have 
difficulties with mental health at 
some point in their lifetime, and yet 
too often we either ignore the 
situation, or treat it in the wrong way 
In my view, having difficulties with 
mental health is no different to having 
any other kind of personal difficulties. 
In Harlow, we are lucky, in that we 
have Harlow Mind, which a few years 
ago I was able to support by doing a 


sponsored diet. There are also 
organisations like Employability that I 
am a co-opted trustee of. I have seen 
for myself the power of organisations 
like Employability and Harlow Mind 
to change people's lives for the better. 
They do it not just because leaflets are 
available, but through the love, 
mentoring, and care they give to those 
they help. 

I would like to see much more funds 
from Government going to support 
Employability and Harlow Mind, and 
similar organisations, because in that 
way we really make a difference to 
those suffering from mental health 
problems. 

Partly because we live in very 
difficult economic times, we are 
paying £120 million a day in debt 
interest alone. I am pleased that the 
Government is setting up a Big 
Society Bank, which will transfer 
money from unclaimed bank assets to 
grassroots charities, including those 
that tackle mental health problems 
such as depression. I hope very much 
that some of this money reaches the 
community groups that I have 
described.

Animal lover's 
amazing tale! 


AN animal-mad Chinese 
woman has given up her 
job, her home and her car 
to adopt more than 1,500 
stray dogs. 

Ha Wenjin gave up her career and 
sold her house, car and all her 
jewellery to set up an unofficial dog 
rescue centre in Tangquan County, 
Nanjing. 

She has since taken on 10 workers to 
help her look after the dogs - and 
another two to help care for 200 
abandoned cats at a second rescue 
centre she has set up nearby! 

“At first I did this in my spare time, but 
as I gathered more and more 
abandoned pets, I had to work full 
time for them,” she told reporters. 

But her charitable project was put at 


risk when local government officials 
took over the land for redevelopment. 
“I had to find a new place which was 
deserted and not close to any human 
habitat, as 1,500 dogs are not quiet,” 
she added. 

“And the place had to be very cheap 
to rent, as most of our income comes 
from donations.” 

Finances are so tight that she partly 
relies on volunteer days when people 
bring hundreds of ‘pork buns’ to feed 
the dogs. 

Even though she’s now found a new 
site, she desperately needs funds to 
get the new animal rescue centre up 
and running. 

She is hoping more volunteers will 
turn out help her move the dogs on 
four buses this month - and to clean 
the vehicles afterwards!

“I actually went shopping 
the other day to my local 
store and didn’t take my 
prototype Lappy Shopper 
with me and boy, I wish I 
had!

“I have a few more ideas 
to add to the Lappy 
Shopper range and have 
ideas for extra attach¬ 
ments to further improve 
the design. I believe that 
my Lappy Shopper will 
become a worldwide 
recognised piece of equip¬ 
ment that will become a 
household name all over 
the world. 

“And to think, all of this 
started because a shop¬ 
ping basket fell off my lap 
and broke my custard 
creams!

Cleaner stole 
man's identity 


Visa overstayer took man’s 
name after he left country 


AN illegal immigrant who stole 
another man’s identity to live 
and work in the UK could face 
deportation after being jailed 
for identity fraud. 

Ghana-born Elvis Oman (40), 
who lives in Harlow, pleaded guilty 
at Hatfield Crown Court on Mon¬ 
day to two charges of possessing a 
false identity document with intent. 

He was jailed for eight months 
and recommended for deportation 
by the judge. 

A visa overstayer living in 
Newstead Way, Oman had been 
masquerading as fellow Ghanaian 
national Eric Xavier Amedzo. 

Oman had used a photocopy of 
Mr Amedzo’s passport with his 
own picture substituted for that of 
Mr Amedzo’s to apply for a job in 
the commercial cleaning services 
department of Interserve. 

When he was arrested by officers 
from the UK Border Agency’s 
Immigration Crime Team at his 
workplace in The Beacons, Hat¬ 
field, on September 20, he was also 
found to be in possession of Mr 
Amedzo’s genuine driving licence. 

Mr Amedzo had leave to remain 
in the UK but had already left the 
country. 


Oman’s employers co-operated 
fully with the UK Border Agency 
throughout the investigation and 
will not face a civil penalty for 
employing him. 

Following Monday’s hearing, 
UK Border Agency’s Immigration 
Crime Team boss Adam Rogers 
said: “We believe that Oman sim¬ 
ply assumed Mr Amedzo’s identity 
when the latter left the UK. 

“By altering the passport and 
brazenly passing off the driving 
licence as his own he was able to 
secure a well-paid job with a 
respectable company that he simply 
had no right to.” 

Since July, the UK Border 
Agency has carried out more than 
400 operations across the country, 
resulting in more than 800 arrests 
and more than £500,000 cash 
seized under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act (POCA). Many of these inves¬ 
tigations are ongoing. 

Immigration Minister Damian 


Green said the Coalition Gov¬ 
ernment was committed to crack¬ 
ing down on illegal immigrants. 

“Illegal immigration puts huge 
pressure on the public purse at a 
time when the country can least 
afford it,” he said. 

“Together with the police and the 
Serious Organised Crime Agency 
we will continue to make life as 
difficult as possible for those who 
cheat the immigration system.”

Harlow Playhouse 

SLICK, sharp and side-splittingly funny, 
this year’s Playhouse panto is the 
perfect tonic to chase away those winter 
blues. 

Brought to life by the same team behind last 
year’s record-breaking production of 
Cinderella , Aladdin is poised to become 
another box office smash for New World 
Productions - and deservedly so. 

Bravely ignoring panto tradition by casting a 
male - former Eastenders star Aaron Sidwell 
- as the eponymous hero, the production 
threw up surprise after surprise: from the lo- 
tech ingenuity of no-strings magic carpet 
flying to gravity-defying hi-vis breakdancing. 
Lush sets, incredible costumes, dazzling 
dance routines and an impressive live score 
gave the show a professional sheen, while 
the sparkling script was kept bang-up-to-date 
and relevant with a liberal sprinkling of 
cheeky references to Harlow, Essex girls, 
“town park chavs” and bling. 

It was testament to the talents of director 
Andrew Lynford (himself an ex-Eastender ) 
that he struck just the right balance between 
quickfire gags and slushy love songs, with 
Holly Matthews (Princess Jasmine) 
impressing with her soaring vocals after a 
shaky start (this was opening night, after all).

THE CHRONICLES OF NARNIA: THE 
VOYAGE OF THE DAWN TREADER 
certificate PG 112mins 


THERE’S action and adventure ahoy in the third 
book of CS Lewis’s enchanting Narnia series. 
Following on from the daring escapades of Prince Caspian, 
The Voyage of the Dawn Treader sets sail without the two 
eldest Pevensie children, Peter (William Moseley) and 
Susan (Anna Popplewell), and press-gangs some fresh 
talent to carry the series into the choppy waters of the 
fourth book, The Silver Chair. 

Director Michael Apted bows down to the current fad of 
3D format but this version of the film barely takes 
advantage of the eye-popping possibilities. 

Most of the cast return with the notable absence of Eddie 
Izzard as the voice of sword-wielding mouse, Reepicheep. 
He’s replaced by Simon Pegg, who rouses the cast into 
action by telling the children: “There is no honour in 
turning away from adventure.” 

The film opens with Peter away at university and Susan in 
America, consigning Lucy (Georgie Henley) and Edmund 
(Skandar Keynes) to a miserable stay with stuffy cousin, 
Eustace Scrubb (Will Poulter). He collects insects and can’t 
think of anything nicer than pinning his relatives to the wall 
like butterfly specimens. 

During a fight between Edmund and Eustace, a painting in 
the guest bedroom magically transports all three children 
to Narnia and on to the titular vessel captained by Drinian 
(Gary Sweet). Eustace is aghast but Lucy and Edmund 
settle in quickly as Narnian royalty, reuniting with King 


Caspian (Ben Barnes) and Reepicheep (Pegg) aboard The 
Dawn Treader. 

It transpires that Caspian is on a quest to locate the swords 
of seven lost noblemen and the Pevensie children pledge 
their support, encountering the White Witch (Tilda 
Swinton) and lion Aslan (Liam Neeson) along the way. 
“Until you lay down the seventh sword, evil has the upper 
hand,” reveals the magician Coriakin (Bille Brown). 

The Voyage of the Dawn Treader is the most crudely 
constructed of the films, loosely stitching together the set 
pieces with comical altercations between Eustace and his 
courageous cousins. Inevitably, the new boy discovers the 
hero within, while Lucy learns valuable lessons about self- 
confidence and beauty. 

Production design is impressive and the script introduces 
two monsters for the special effects-heavy finale that 
should delight younger audiences. 

Poulter matures from comic relief to would-be hero while 
Henley and Keynes make the most of their underwritten 
roles before they too bid a tearful farewell to their 
fantastical friends. Our eyes remain dry.

I F the past five years has 
taught us anything it’s that a 
change in the law, even if it’s 
just taxation, will have a 
profound effect on buyers.

yet with carefully contrived nods 
to the past, the California has 
presence and beauty just like a 
good Ferrari should. 

It also lacks nothing in terms of 
motive power. Underneath the 
shark-like nose lies a revised 4.3- 
litre V8 which in best Ferrari 
tradition revs to the stars - 
maximum power is produced at 
7,750rpm - and with 460bhp on 
offer this is nothing less than a 
full-on Ferrari. 

Better yet, the California gets 
the latest in Ferrari 
transmissions with a seven- 
speed dual clutch offering with 
FI style paddles of course. 

But the big difference is that this 
is the first Ferrari to get 
stop/start technology, the same 


kind of thing that eco-hatches 
have but inevitably with Ferrari 
sophistication. It’s also worth 
bearing in mind that keeping a 
high-revving, monster output V8 
engine happy when stopping and 
starting like this is a little more 
challenging than in your average 
city car, but the California can 
do it seamlessly. 

The result is spectacular, with 
the California now capable of 
emitting just 270g/km, the same 
as some diesel SUVs. 

This is a 2+2 with a folding roof, 
so although the rear seats are for 
the committed, dropping the roof 
takes a matter of seconds yet 
provides proper security and 
comfort when in place. 

The cabin also contributes 


greatly to the lack of unwanted 
drama. This is a simple cabin 
that is easy to operate and 
understand, requiring little 
effort from the driver and there’s 
no need for the passenger to 
keep their ears shut on the 
move. 

It seems absurd to say so, but the 
California is the most 
comfortable and relaxing car to 
drive to come from Ferrari in 
some time. Long motorway 
journeys are simply despatched 
and the sensitive steering settles 
down when on the move, 
requiring nothing more than a 
steady hand. 

Noise levels also fade away at a 
cruise and the ride quality is 
impressive given the obvious 
tautness of the suspension. 


Surely Ferrari hasn’t gone all 
soft then? Not a bit of it. Start 
flicking the paddles and using all 
the revs, and the California 
displays all of the breeding that 
the prancing horse is famous for. 
The engine climbs beautifully 
through the rev range with 
serious shove even from low revs 
combined with a devastating 
blare from the exhaust. 

The rapid-fire transmission 
makes it a cinch to keep the 
engine in the best part of the rev 
range, and the paddle shifters 
mean you can keep both hands 
on the wheel. 

Despite the brutality of the 
performance, the handling and 
steering are delicately balanced, 
responding best to metered 
inputs and a smooth, considered 
approach. As with other 
Ferraris, the manettino switch 
allows the driver to tune the 
stability control and gearbox 
settings to suit the conditions 
and their skills, which means 
the California can be enjoyed 
more of the time. 

This is a car to be enjoyed after 
all, and it certainly comes with 
all the right ingredients for a 
pleasurable drive. But a scything 
cut in emission levels allows the 
driver to enjoy it even more, 
knowing that even this six-figure 
supercar is cleaner and greener 
than before. 

Few rivals can claim such an 
impressive range of talents.

INTER MOTORING 


Stay safe on the road during big freeze 


WITH a severe cold spell already 
under our belts this winter - and 
several months still to go before 
we can even think about spring - 
it makes sense to ensure you’re 
prepared for all car journeys dur¬ 
ing the colder months. 

Cold weather can greatly increase 
the risk of breakdowns and mag¬ 
nify problems on the roads. Before 
you think about taking to the 
road, take the time to make a few 
safety checks - together with a 
pre-winter service, you can signif¬ 
icantly reduce your chances of 
breaking down: 

■ Check oil and antifreeze levels, 
battery, lights, and tyre tread and 
pressures; 

■ Allow plenty of time for your 
journey and take an ice-scraper, 
de-icer, food, blanket and a warn¬ 
ing triangle in the car. Keep to 
main roads as they are more like¬ 
ly to be gritted and will be 
patrolled by police; and 

■ Only drive as fast as conditions 
allow. 

Despite the extra hazards for driv¬ 
ers you can still drive safely if 
you use a little common sense! It’s 


often hard enough to adjust to 
driving in the dark once the win¬ 
ter nights descend, but the weath¬ 
er can add to the dangers too. A 
wet road surface means you’ll 
take twice as long to stop, and so 
you need to be at least four sec¬ 
onds behind the vehicle in front. 
Hail, heavy snow and rain reduce 
visibility too, so you should 
reduce your speed. 

FOG 

Fog is especially a danger in 
autumn and winter, and is a 
major cause of accidents. On 
rainy, murky days, use dipped 
headlights so that you can be seen 
by other road users. Dark vehicles 
especially tend to blend in with 
their background, even in broad 
daylight. 

■ Slow down, keep your distance 
and turn your lights on in fog. 
Drive very slowly using dipped 
headlights. Use fog lights if visi¬ 
bility is seriously reduced, but 
remember to switch them off 
when visibility improves. 

■ Don’t hang on to the tail lights 
of the vehicle in front - this gives 
you a false sense of security and 


means you may be too close. 

■ Don’t speed up suddenly - even 
if it seems to be clearing you can 
suddenly find yourself back in 
thick fog. 

ICY AND SLUSHY ROADS 

Ice and snow drastically reduce 
the ability of your tyres to grip the 
road, which means that slowing 
down, speeding up and changing 
direction all become hazardous. 
The trick to driving in these condi¬ 
tions is to be a smooth as possible. 

■ Drive slowly allowing extra 
room to slow down and 
stop. 

■ It can take 10 times 
longer to stop in icy con¬ 
ditions than on a dry 
road. 

■ Use the highest gear 
possible to avoid wheel 
spin, manoeuvre gently 
and avoid harsh braking 
and acceleration. 

■ To brake on ice and 
snow without locking 
your wheels get into a 
low gear earlier than nor¬ 
mal, allow your speed to 


fall and use the brake pedal gently 
If you skid ease off the accelera¬ 
tor but do not brake suddenly 

FLOODING 

Drive slowly in first gear but keep 
the engine speed high by slipping 
the clutch - this will stop you from 
stalling. 

■ Avoid the deepest water which 
is usually near the kerb and don”t 
attempt to cross if the water 
seems too deep. 

■ Remember to test your brakes 
when you are through the flood 


before you drive at normal speed. 

■ Listen to local and national 
radio for travel information and 
tell someone what time you expect 
to arrive. 

■ Take a mobile phone if you have 
one, but remember you could 
break down in a ‘dead’ area, so 
also take warm clothes, boots and 
a torch - it could be a long walk to 
a phone. 

■ If you have to leave your vehicle 
to get help make sure you can be 
seen by other vehicles.

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ALAN SCOTT throws the spotlight on the Harlow School Sports Partnership which is set to be axed 


SOS - save our 
schools' sport 




THE School Sports Partnership 
(SSP) is a national programme 
that began 10 years ago as a 
pilot scheme. 

Now all state schools in the 
country are currently linked to 
an SSP and there are more than 
450 SSPs. 

There has been a school sports 
partnership in Harlow (HSSP) 
since 2005 and currently con¬ 
sists of: 5 secondary schools, 

32 primary/junior schools, 4 
infant schools and 1 college. 
There are around 11,500 children 
(aged 4-18) within all schools in 
Harlow and 2,570 students at 
Harlow College. 

The main aims of HSSP are: 

# To support schools to deliver 
High Quality Physical Education 
(HOPE) 


# To deliver and provide a wide 
range of primary school sports 
festivals 

# Link with competition man¬ 
ager to provide new secondary 
competition 

# To develop extra curricular 
opportunities utilising local 
sports coaches and clubs 

# To secure external funding 
for the benefit of all schools in 
HSSP 

# To support and develop an 
inclusion programme across all 
schools 

# Link the HSSP with external 
agencies such as National 
Governing Bodies (NGB) 

#To develop and deliver a 
Professional Development 
Programme for teachers/teach¬ 
ing assistants and coaches 
Last year HSSP delivered the 


following: 

# Approximately 2,250 hours 
of specialist physical education 
delivery support 

# 37 primary festivals across 
18 different sports 

# 86 per cent of schools

THE man at the heart of the 
Harlow School Sports 
Partnership (HSSP) has 
expressed his fears as the 
Government sharpens its axe 
on the initiative - which 
could impact on sport for 
generations. 

The Conservative-Lib Dem 
administration’s plan to chop all 
450 SSPs across the UK has 
brought widespread condemna¬ 
tion from teachers, parents and 
pupils themselves. 

George Gardiner (37) has been the 
HSSP Development Manager for the 
last two years and has overseen a 
huge transformation in school sport 
across the town. 

Gardiner, based at Mark Hall 
Sportcentre, has his finger on the 
pulse of an organisation which deals 
with 11,500 children from 41 schools 
across Harlow. 

Last year alone the HSSP provided 
more than 1,600 hours of coaching 
from qualified coaches as part of the 
PE curriculum or extra-curricular at 
primary schools in Harlow. 


Some 37 primary school festivals 
were held in 2009, covering a wide 
range of different sports (18 in total). 

Gardiner explained: “Harlow is a 
good example. We are incredibly well 
supported [by local schools]. The 
infrastructure is working very well.” 

The father of two explained: “I 
think it is safe to say the SSP struc¬ 
ture has completely transformed pri¬ 
mary school sport. 

“We have done a lot of work in 
Harlow on the competition structure. 
Some schools have had more success 
than others. 

“We have small clusters of primary 
schools in a partnership, holding 
finals in one area. The winners go on 
to represent Harlow in an Essex com¬ 
petition. We’ve had gymnasts repre¬ 
sent Harlow in regional finals. Latton 
Green came second,” he said. 

The SSP initiative has not just been 
about tackling obesity in children in 
Harlow. The HSSP’s work means far 
more children are taking up sport. 

“I think sport reaches out to a lot of 
children that education does not. It 
teaches a lot about values to chil¬ 
dren,” explained Gardiner. 

“Competition is important. 


Children have got to deal with it at 
some point in life. It [sport] cuts 
across quite a lot of relevant cases in 
today’s society.” 

The HSSP has linked up with 
sports clubs across the town, includ¬ 
ing the Harlow Lawn Tennis Club, 
Harlow Judo Club and Harlow Rugby 
Club, to offer more opportunities to 
youngsters. 

Gardiner hopes some of these 
organisations will take up the mantle 
if the axe falls on the HSSP. 

However, he fears that almost half 
the schools in the HSSP could lose 
their way with festivals going by the 
by and ultimately young children 
would miss out on sport and the tour¬ 
naments it has organised. 

“They [the Government] are going 
to give the schools extra money. 
Every headteacher will decide how to 
spend it. 

“There is a worry that headteachers 
will prioritise things other than PE. 
The whole thing [the SSP initiative] 
was set up to support PE.” 

Gardiner and his team have tried to 
put in place schemes to enable the 
HSSP’s wonderful work to continue - 
even if it is axed. 


He hopes schools and sports clubs 
will link up and still organise festivals 
and coaching, but this will probably 
be on a much smaller scale. 

Currently many clubs offer their 
facilities free of charge, and this is 
one aspect that should continue. 

“The worst case scenario is that we 
are not here. If something disastrous 
happens, we will encourage the clubs 
and schools to continue,” he said. 
“We are lucky in that respect. We 
have really good facilities in Harlow.” 

Gardiner is doubtful there will be a 
U-turn but believes there is scope for 
a compromise. “In an ideal situation 
there will be a complete U-turn - that 
would be wonderful. But I’m not sure 
that’s going to happen. 

“There has been a positive message 
from David Cameron where his lan¬ 
guage has changed. 

“He is going to look at it. But any¬ 
thing more than what is on the table 
now is going to be better. 

“It’s the infrastructure that’s most 
at risk. If there’s no central body run¬ 
ning it, it will fall back to the schools 
to run it? 

“Have they got the time what with 
everything else on their plate?” 


Pupil power heads to 10 Downing Street 


PUPIL power in Harlow hopes to overturn the 
Government’s decision to axe the School Sports 
Partnerships - that provide such a vital service 
for youngsters in Harlow and the surrounding 
areas. 

The Harlow School Sports Partnership (HSSP) 
was left reeling after the Government 
announced plans to end the initiative, 
introduced by the previous Government. 

All school children in Harlow have been invited 
to sign a petition to convince the Government 
to make a U-turn. “It’s called Save Our School 
Sport,” explained HSSP Development Manager 
George Gardiner. We had 2,500 signatures in 
Harlow, which was very good.” 

The signed petition was presented to 10 


Downing Street on Tuesday. 

The HSSP, along with many similar 
organisations across the country, has gone to 
considerable lengths to ensure youngsters have 
more access to sport within the curriculum and 
also outside school. 

The HSSP has worked with all five secondary 
schools in the town, plus 36 
primary/junior/infant schools and Harlow 
College for the past five years, raising 
youngsters’ participation, including organising 
major festivals and competitions. 

It has instigated a phenomenal 1,600 hours of 
coaching as part of the school curriculum or 
extra-curricular activities. 

However, the Government’s new comprehensive 


spending review has seen the Department for 
Education scrap Labour’s £162 million PE and 
Sports Strategy - including the budget for 
specialist sports colleges and Britain’s 450 
School Sports Partnerships. 

The annual funding for the HSSP for the last 
two years has been £200,000. 

Explaining the cuts, Secretary of State for 
Education Michael Gove said: “The existing 
network of School Sport Partnerships is 
neither affordable nor likely to be the best way 
to help schools achieve their potential in 
improving competitive sport.” 

If the SSPs are axed, money will go straight to 
the schools themselves rather than an umbrella 
organisation.

HARLOW Hawks player coach 
Shab Niaz is convinced his team 
can overturn their bad form. 

Hawks were comfortably beaten 
103-66 at home to Kings Lynn 
Ironwolf in a National Founders 
Cup East Region group match on 
Saturday. 

Niaz said: “We are going through a 
tough patch.
